Attendance at college is 90 per

/and my guess is that the uproar in 


Congress over the Selective Service 
issue could be traced more to the 
colleges themselves than to the 
boys attending them. The schools 
simply didn't want to see their rolls 
decimated. 
There are 
specialized 
fields, 


such as medicine, where 
com- 


pletion of the college course is vi- 
tal to the country at large. But 
otherwise practically all college 
students stand on the same fool- 
ing as the non-college boys. IE 
there's to be any screening of tal- 


V ent, to determine who's going to 


be given schooling and who sent 
to basic training, induct them all 
into the armed forces and then 
let the military make its own de- 
cision by aptitude tests. 


A political congress has simply 


passed the buck down to 
local 


draft boards. 
But if I were on that 
Miller 


county board I wouldn't resign. 
Instead, I think I would defy the 
directive I thought was unfair— 
and pass the buck right back to 
Washington, where board appeals 
eventually land.

This was a little before my time 


here, but not much. I came up 
from El Dorado the first o£ 1929. 
The Blue Laws were a prime tar- 
get for a newspaper, of course. We 
never could see the justice of a law 
•that permitted Sunday motoring 
' and Sunday golfing, but forbade 
' Sunday movies and baseball. 


The Star ran a straw ballot in 


Hope, had judges measure the re- 
turns against the poll-tax book— 


. and we came up with a city-wide 


total of 2% to 1 for Sunday movies 
and baseball. Sunday 'operations 
were conducted guardedly for a 
time under sponsorship 
of the 


' American Legion, but pretty soon 


the 
entertainm'ent 
section 
of 


Blue Laws was repealed 
state- 


wide. 
But there is a big difference be- 


tween amusement, relaxation on 
the Sabbath, and running a regul- 
ar week-day commercial business 
on Sunday. It's wrong to run busi- 
ness in general seven days a week, 
and I don't have any patience with 
those who 
clam 
theaters 
and 


sports have set a Sunday pattern 
for the whole community. 


They are just as extreme, one 


way, 
as the old Blue Law advo- 


cates were, the other way—clos- 
ing up movies and baseball, and, 
as in Thurman Rhodes' case 25 
years ago, even prosecuting a man 
for filling up your car on Sunday.

to figures released hero by the lr> 
cal Welfare Department, 


There are slightly more than 


25,000 people In Hempstead. On a 
basis of four to each family this Is 
0,250 families. Over a thousand 
persons arc receiving assistance, 
almost one In every Hompstead 
family. 


And this ratio has dropped dur- 


ing the past three months with a- 
bout 60 persons being cut off the 
welfare rolls. A new1 "ruling has 
irought stricter classification ro- 
tating In some 12 to 15 new coses 
being denied assistance wit Mho 
inst few weeks, according to Mrs. 
Alicia Jones of the local office. 


The department has faced a mo- 


ney shortage since January 1, and 
this has 
resulted in a 
standard 


change which actually is about 12 
per cent lower In dollar value. The 
slash affects every department. 


Mrs. Jones Indicated that two 


blind persons had been dropped 
from the rolls. But their wives are 
working and the entire system Is 
based on the 
family's 
Income. 


When the Income reaches a certain 
amount wo have no alternative but 
to stop assistance, Mrs. Jones said. 


Although about 00 have been cut 


off in recent woks there are still 
some 1,000 welfare cases in Hemp- 
stead alone. There are three maj- 
or classifications— blind, depend- 
ent children, old BBC assistance. 
There Is also $48 total monthly to 
two war veteran dependents In the 
county.
